The Royal Tour.—The Duke and Duchess of 
Cornwall, attended by their suite, drove on Saturday 
morning to High Peak, the residence of Mr. C. H. Grant, 
one of the Hobart members of the Legislative Council. 
‘The weather was delightful. At half-past two the Duke 
laid the foundation-stone of-the new Post Office, and. then 
the Royal party went on board the Ophir, which sailed at 
three o'clock for Adelaide, which was reached on Monday 
evening. 


Hobart, the capital of Tasmania, is 420 miles from 
the. chief city of Victoria. - This well-built town lies 
on the south side of the island, and was founded in 1803, 
when Lord Hobart was Colonial Secretary. Charmingly 
situated on the slope of the Derwent, it overlooks a 
harbour which admits vessels of practically any size. The 
population is cver 40,000. 


Adelaide is reached in about seventeen hours from 
Melbourne by the Victoria and South Australian Railways. 
The chief city was founded in 1836, and called after the 
wife of William 1V. It was laid out in 1887 by Colonel 
Light. A half-dozen miles from the eastern shore of 
St. Vincent's Gulf, on the banks of the river Torrens, it is 
a place of no little beauty. The population of Adelaide 
nnd its suburbs is about 150,000, The city is under the 
mai ent of a municipal council, as is each of the larger 
suburbs, Port Adelaide, the chief harbour of the colony 
is built on reclaimed land eight mile& distant, but connected 
with it by a railway. The wharfage aceommodation 
is already extensive, but works of improvement are 
contemplated.

The Submarine Battles.—The attention of the 
whole world has recently been called to the new method 
of naval warfare. Naval experts in France for many years 
have been concentrating their ability on submarine. boats, 
and now, with common-sense pride, they demonstrate to 
the world of their wonderful skill in this direction. They 
have been experimenting with two different types of under- 
water cra't. One is “submarine,”’ and the other is “ sub- 
mersible." The submarine is only fit for coast defence 
work—that is, it is being driven by electricity solely ; while 
the submersible is intended for the offensive, and has a 
wide range of action. At the close of this year France will

pletion. It is even prophesied by some that by the end of 
1906 France wil! have a fleet of filty-six submersibles. The 
price of these boats is a varying quantity; sometimes it is 
£15,000, and sometimes £20,000. 


OurIllustration includes three of the most prominent 
types—the Gustave Zédé, the Gymnote, the Goubet. The 
first-named was remarkably successful a few days since in 
hitting the great battle-ship Jauréguiberry with a dummy 
torpedo without being seen, and was reported in such a 
way as to produce a deep impression not only on the people 
of France but on several other nationalities. The Gustave 
Zédé (built in 1893) has a displacement of 260 tons; her 
diameter is 11 ft., and her length rather over 147 ft.; 
she has four rudders, one pair directing her course 
horizontally, the other pair assisting her to dive 
or rise. She is driven entirely by accumulators, and 
has travelled fifty miles under water at a stretch. 
While the Gymnote and the Goubet represent useful styles, ; 
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interest. The Narwhal is a distinctly new type. She is 
built with a deck like a torpedo-boat. and has a displace- 
ment of 106 tons. On the surface she is propelled by a 
Forrest oil-engine, which also operates a generating 
dynamo for recharging the batteries and accumulators. 
When it is desired to sink the boat, the chimney is 
unshipped and sufficient time allowed for the motor to 
cool and for the air to be cleared of the hot gases; the oil- 
engine has to be replaced with the electric-motor, and a 
considerable quantity of water ballast has to be pumped in. 


The Chief Constructor of the United States 
Navy. a man who has spent considerable time in studying 
the question of submarine warfare, says: ‘* Submarines 
can secure our coasts more perfectly than they can be 
secured in any other way at present practicable." Though 
Great Britvin has exercised her usual caution in regard to 
submarine boats, she has ordered five of the Holland type, 
one of which will be ready for trial in September.
